ized the necessity of keeping people 
tilling the soil. 
George Washington 
saw the need in his day and in 
his 
last message to congress called for a 
department of agriculture. 


“ There are some things that can 
be done. 
We are just coming to the 
time when 
farmers 
are 
realizing 
their 
responsibility . 
If the 
y oung 
men do not have the opportunity on 
the farm that they can find in town, 
they will go to town. 
We want 
to 
demonstrate that the farm will pay . 
Commercial enterprises have been 
built up and have shown y oung men 
the dollar, and they have flocked to 
the city . 
The y oung man on 
the 
faijpi hears of the ex ceptional case* 
wiiere one has succeeded in the city 
and does not hear of the large per 
cent of failures. 
But a 
\ery, -mail 
per cent that goes to the city is bet­ 
ter than on the farm. 
Most of them 
are wdrse off. 
“ One of the greatest problems that 
fanners have now’ is that of labor. 
We can’t solve it with the foreigner 
because there are not going to be 
any of them left, but we must solve 
it with the y oung men of our coun­ 
try * We have to have qualified labor 
and if we are going to accomplish 
as farmers what is mapped out for 
us, we need the boy s that are grow­ 
ing up on the farm. 
“ We must show the boy he 
can 
make as much on the farm as 
in 
town and make life attractive 
to 
him. 
We must also keep the girls 
in the country for without them the 
boy s will not stay .” 
Professor Christie entered into a 
discussion of way s and means 
to 
make life attractive on the farm for 
the y oung people. 
He spoke of the 
part of the church in rural 
com­ 
munities as a leader of the 
social 
and 
spiritual 
life. 
The 
speaker 
dwelt for a moment, in clsoing, 
on 
another phase of farm life that 
is 
important in connection with the pro­ 
blem of keeping y oung people on the 
farm. 
“ A farmer 
is entitled 
to retire 
after twenty or thirty y ears of ser­ 
vice on the farm,’’ he declared, “ but 
when he retires, he shouldn't move 
to town. 
He should retire on the 
farm. 
There is no place for him in 
town; he has nothing in common with 
the poeple of the town; he has noth­ 
ing to do and does not fit in. 
He is 
against sidewalks and other public 
improvements and when the farm is 
not good enough 
for 
father and 
mother, it is not good enough 
for 
J ohn and Mary and they soon follow 
to town. 
The father who retires 
in 
town leaves his son when that boy 
needs the benefit of his rich ex per­ 
ience on the farm.” 
In introducing the first speaker,

Toastmaster Trabue ex pressed 
the 
opinion that the bad conditions of 
the roads had kept many farmers 
away from the banquet and ho said 
the regret of the banqueters because 
more w*ere not present was no great­ 
er than that of those who were un­ 
able to attend. 


“ The 
aim 
of 
education,” 
said 
County Superintendent C. M. George, 
discussing the topic, “ Teaching Ag­ 
riculture in the Public Schools,” is 
to teach children to think clearly , 
alway s was and alway s will be, but 
the present method is different.” 
The county superintendent spoke 
briefly of the strides that had been 
made in vocational education in 
the 
last few y ears and said the 
great 
problem with respect to it was to get 
the children to demonstrate 
what 
they have learned. 


Dr. F. G. Ilaekleman, responding 
to the toast, “ The Country Doctor,” 
aid that familiar character was one 
of “ God’s 
noblemen.” 
Dr. Ilaekle- 
man said the 
country 
doctor gave 
freely of his time and made 
many 
sacrifices when he was seldom re- 
mid. 


“ He takes the lead in public en­ 
terprises that 
affect 
the health of 
the community and thereby reduces 
his revenue,” said the doctor* 
The Rev. Moody Edwards of New 
Salem, pastor of the Little Hat rock 
Christian church, said 
the problem 
of the country was the reservoir for 
the city and that if a pure city life 
was wanted for the future, it should 
be founded in the country 
life to­ 
day . 
“ It is the future where the coun­ 
try church will make 
itself 
felt,” 
declared the 
minister. 
“ We 
were 
ex pecting immediate results and were 
disappointed, hut we are 
just 
now’ 
beginning to realize them,” He call­ 
ed attention 
to the fact 
that 
the 
problem was one of such grave im­ 
port that President Wilson recently 
w’cnt to Columbus, O., to address 
a 
convention of the Churches of Christ 
on the relation of the country church 
to the community . 
“ The church,” he continued, “ is 
tile only 
institution 
that ministers 
to the social and spiritual needs of 
the 
community . 
The 
destructive 
side of the church, 
if it 
preserves 
itself, must be overcome. Conserva­ 


tism of the farmers is a factor *.n the 
destructive 
side. 
The farmer 
is 
conservative from circumstances and 
not by nature, because he has not 
witnessed so keenly the progress as 
the man 
of the city . 
The 
church 
must destroy this sense of conserva­ 
tism. 
“ The church must 
meet 
another 
problem—the sense of individualism. 
The church that strangles efforts at 
advancement is not meeting this pro­ 
blem. The sense of literalism is an­ 
other that must be done away with. 
The great 
problem 
is getting 
the 
church to realize that it is alive and 
that it is the life of the community .” 
The Rev. Mr. Edwards also said 
the problem also had its construc­ 
tive side with many phases. 
George Campbell injected lots of 
fun into the banquet in his toast on 
“ The Fanner and the Law.” He said 
that the 
farmer, 
the 
substantial 
basis of all wealth and prosperity , 
stands on one side of the proposition 
and the law on the other. 
“ Look 
at the opportunities 
for 
trouble in the life of the 
farmer— 
the partition fence, the division road 


and the community ditch,’/ he declar­ 
ed. 
“ When he gets into trouble, the 
farmer goes to the law through his 
lawy er* The lawy er writes his deeds, 
his mortgages, 
his 
contracts, 
his 
will—and then breaks them. He is an 
organizer as well as a disorganizes 
It may seem that the lawy er has the 
best of it, but it has to be that way 
to make things right.” 
“ As Brother Edwards said,” con­ 
tinued the speaker, “ the spirit 
of 
conservatism permeates their atmos­ 
phere. 
They have permitted them­ 
selves to be put to sleep by the fel­ 
low at the other 
end of 
the line. 
What they need is organization. Or­ 
ganize— and get the lawy ers to 
do 
it,” 
was 
his 
parting 
injunction, 
which was greeted with laughter and 
applause.

EDISON BATTERY IS USED 
BY ONE EUROPEAN NATION. 


Inventor’s Representative Defends Ap> 


paratue on Subm arine E-2. 


Thomas A. Edison’s personal repre­ 
sentative and chief engineer, Dr. Mil­ 
ler Reese Hutchison, has declared that 
Mr. Edison’s submarine safety battery 
was in use In the war in Europe. Up 
to that moment it had been supposed 
that the United States had an option 
on the exclusive use of the device if 
the tests to which it was to be sub­ 
jected proved satisfactory. 
The announcement came while Dr. 
Hutchison was defending the Edison 
battery in the E-2, in which there was 
an explosion in the Brooklyn navy 
yard, against hints and suggestions 
that the battery had created the hy­ 
drogen gas that is supposed to have 
wrecked the interior of the boat, killed 
four men and injured ten. As to the 
use of the Edison battery in the Eu- 
roj>eau war, Dr. Hutchison said: 
“The Edison cells have been in use 
on submarines for a long time, al­ 
though this is not generally known. 
Mr. Edison is not in the munitions 
business, and he has not sold any since 
the war, but before that three subma­ 
rines of a certain European power 
were fitted with these batteries. They 
have not met with any accident 
“One of them has sunk seventeen 
vessels, and another recently sank a 
transport filled with troops and the 
cruiser that was convoying the trans­ 
port Two of the United States navy’s 
big floating cranes, one at Hawaii and 
the other at the Boston navy yard, 
have used the Edison battery since 
1913 without a sign of trouble.’’ 
The British submarine E-19 may be 
one of the throe indicated by Mr. 
Hutchison. In the October campaign 
against German commerce in the Bal­ 
tic she was credited with sinking fif­ 
teen ships up to the end of that month, 
and four more were sunk two days 
later, two of them credited to the same 
boat. 
There have been reports from 
uncensored sources of British subma­ 
rines doing effective work in the east­ 
ern Mediterranean against troopships 
and transports, and the E-19 may have 
been sent there.

WAR COST $73,000,000 A DAY 


Germany and H er A llies Spend $20,- 
000,000 and Entente Powers the Rest. 
After prolonged study of all available 
statistics Alfred Neymarck, 1 rench 
economist, finds that the daily cost of 
the war to five of the belligerents has 
attained $73,000,000, divided as fol­ 
lows: 
Germany, including advances to her 
allies, $20,000,000; France, $10,000,000; 
Great Britain, $19,000,000; Russia, $13,- 
000,000; Italy, $5,000,000. 
Italy’s expenses must rise to over 
$0,000,000 daily, however, for by the 
end of July she will have spent $3,000,- 
000,000 altogether. The belligerent war 
loans to the end of last October totaled 
$24,000,000,000, of which the United 
States supplied $900,000,000. 
The al­ 
lies have borrowed $14,000,000,000 and 
the central empires $10,000,000,000.

New York.--Whether the Ignorance 
of the college student of today Is rep­ 
resentative of a growing indifference 
on the part of the American pnblic to­ 
ward events, persons and places Inti­ 
mately associated with the European 
war is a question which college and 
university authorities are investigat­ 
ing as a result of examinations recent- 
ly hekl under the auspices of three rep­ 
resentative institutions. As an Imme­ 
diate result of the recent quiz on con­ 
temporaneous events conducted at New 
York university, where an average 
grade of 58 per cent was the rating 
shown by fifty-nine students, several 
members of the faculty are looking for 
corrective measures to overcome this 
deficiency. 
It was stated by a member of the de­ 
partment of history at the New York 
university that he believed the appar­ 
ent indifference of students toward the 
present war was Indicative of a gener­ 
al tendency on the part of the public to 
neglect a close study of affairs In Eu­ 
rope. 
That the surprising lack of in­ 
formation of affairs immediately con­ 
nected with the war was not peculiar 
to students at any university was fur­ 
ther expressed as the opinion of Pro­ 
fessor A. II. Nason, assistant profes­ 
sor of English at New York university. 
Professor Nason, who submitted twen­ 
ty-one questions to students in his va­ 
rious classes, pointed out that the ques­ 
tions used have also been submitted 
to students of two other institutions— 
a middle western state university and 
Bowdoin college—where the results 
were about the same. 
Dean Kenneth C. M. Sills of Bow- 
dohi college Js quoted as saying, “I do 
not think college men of New England 
colleges are very steady newspaper 
readers,” and referred to the matter 
as “lamentable, but not surprising.” 
Some of the questions asked by au­ 
thorities at both Bowdoin college and 
New York university received answers 
which in many casea were ludicrous. 
At Bowdoin out of a class of fifty-three 
students twenty were ignorant as to 
the location of Gallipoli, which in 
many cases was put variously In Italy, 
France, Bulgaria, Greece and Berlin. 
New York university students answer­ 
ed the same question with apparently 
as little accuracy. 
The French General Joffre was va­ 
riously designated by students at both 
institutions 
as 
“Joffree,” 
“Joffery,” 
“Geoffrey” and “Jeofrey,” indicating a 
general mifamiliarity with even news­ 
paper headlines. The question, “Who 
is Venlzelos?” resulted in similarly ri­ 
diculous answers. 
Some recollected 
the ex-premier of Greece as a Spanish 
artist, another said that he "was a Mex­ 
ican rebel, while still another designat­ 
ed him as the premier of Italy. When 
asked “Who is the present ruler of 
England?” several students replied va­ 
riously King Edward, George III., IV. 
or VI. us the correct Information. 
In the department of history at New 
York university Assistant Professor 
Theodore F. Jones submitted current 
questions to a class of students in Eu­ 
ropean history, among which was the 
query, “Where is Christiania?*’ 
Only 
two students knew its location, in spite 
of the fact that the daily papers of the 
day before all contained long accounts 
of the landing of the Ford party at 
that city. 
One student of the same 
class half seriously answered the ques­ 
tion, “Who is Sir Douglas Hague?’* by 
statiug that he would answer the ques­ 
tion correctly if told where the other 
“Haig” was. 
Of the fifty-nine students taking the 
examination at New York university 
none answered all of the inquiries cor­ 
rectly, while only three obtained a 
grade above 90 per cent Of a class of 
twenty-three 
freshmen 
nine 
failed, 
while the average rank was 63 per 
cent Another class of the same num­ 
ber of freshmen averaged only 52 per 
cent, and thirteen failed to pass, while 
a class made up of upper class men did 
as poorly and averaged a grade of 
only 61 per cent

Lowest Deal t Rate of Any State 


Expl ai ned by Stati sti ci an. 


Topeka, Kan.—“Kansas, w ith a rate 
of 9.8 in each 1,000 popu lation, has the 
lowest death rate of any state in the 
Union, becau se the people do not drink 
liqu or, 
becau se 
they 
hav e 
money 
enou gh to liv e right and becau se they 
hav e the intelligence to read of the 
conditions th at make for short liv es 
and know how to dodge them .” 
That is the answ er of W. J. V. Dea­ 
con, registrar of the K ansas v ital sta­ 
tistics bu reau , to Samu el L. Rogers, di­ 
rector of the United States bu reau of 
tbe censu s. 
The gov ernment otlicial 
wrote to Mr. Deacon to get an ex plana­ 
tion of why the K ansas death rate is 
so low. In reply Mr. Deaeon wrote: 
“K ansas is alm ost wholly an agricu l­ 
tu ral etate; there are only twelv e cities 
in the state of more than 100,000 popu ­ 
lation, and there is a gratify ing ab­ 
sence of slu m districts in the cities. 
Aside from the sou theast corner of the 
state there is no mining. 
“The density of the popu lation in the 
state is only 20.7 persons to the squ are 
mile, and 7 0.8 per ceu t of the popu la­ 
tion reside ou tside of towns of 2,5 00 
popu lation 
or 
more. 
The 
climate, 
while showing ex tremes of tem pera­ 
tu re, is u su ally mild enou gh to permit 
mu ch ou tdoor work and open windows. 
“Bu t it is to the people themselv es 
that we m u st look for those minor and 
su btle qu alities that make for better 
and longer liv ing. K ansas is rich, her 
per capita wealth is great and the peo­ 
ple are enabled to liv e well, to clothe 
themselv es properly , to hav e comforta­ 
ble homes and to load their tables witli 
nou rishing foods.

iors and the poorest heating fa cili­ 
ties in all the world. In the trenches 
howev er; up where the snow is heav y 
and the 
rains are 
freezing in the 
mountains, the steam heated trench 
es are driv ing away the terrors of a 
winter campaig n. 


The sending of g ifts to soldiers 
at the front was one of the 
most 
touching of all Christmas activ ities. 
Ev ery one wanted to send something . 
A poorly clad woman entered one of 
the stations where special box es of 
sweets, ready 
for sending 
to sol­ 
diers, were on sale. 
She had anly 
six teen soldi. 
The box es were one 
franc fifty . 
“ HI buy 
something ,” 
she said. 
“ I’v e no one at the front now. My 
hoy ’s fallen at Col di Lana hut I 
want to send some little comfort to

hoy .”

boug ht a small packag e 
of sweets 
for six teen cents and some moth­ 
er’s hoy must hav e felt a different 
quality in that dearly purchased re­ 
membrance.

ized the' necessity of keeping people 
tilling the soil. George Washington 
saw the need in his day and in his 
last message to congress called for a 
department of agriculture. 


"There are some things that can 


be done. We are just coming to the 
time when farmers 
are 
realizing 


their responsibility. 
If the young 


men do not have the opportunity on 
the farm that they 'can find in town, 
they will go to town. We want 
to 


'demonstrate that the farm will pay. 
Commercial enterprises have been 
built, up and have shown young men 
the dollar, and they have flocked to 
the city. The young man on 
the 


.fflljji hears_3.of,.,the exceptional eafle= 
where one has, succeeded in the city 
and does not hear of the large per 
cent 'of failures. But a very, small 
per cent that goes to the city is bet- 
ter fljan on the farm. Most of them 
are' worse off. 


"One of the greatest problems that 


fanners have now is that of labor. 
V\"e can't solve it with the foreigner 
because there are not going to be 
any of them left, but we must solve 
it with the young men of our eoun- 
tryt We have to have qualified labor 
and if we are going to accomplish 
as farmers what is mapped ouj; for 
us, we need' the boys that are grow- 
ing up on the farm. 


"We must show the 'boy he 
can 


make as much on the farm as in 
town and make life attractive 
to 


him. 
We must also keep the girls 


in the country for without them the 
boys will not stay." 


Professor Christie entered into a 


discussion of ways -and means 
to 


make life attractive on the farm for 
the young people. He spoke of the 
part of the church in rural com- 
munities as a leader of the 
social 


and 
spiritual life. 
The speaker 


dwelt for a moment, in clsoing, on 
another phase of farm life that is 
important in connection with the pro- 
blem of keeping young people on the 
farm. 
, : • 


"A farmer 
is entitled 
to retire 


after twenty or thirty years of ser- 
vice on the farm," he declared, "but 
\yhen lie retires, he shouldn't move 
to town. He should retire v,pn the 
farm. There is no place for him in 
town; he has nothing in common with 
the poeple of the town; he has noth- 
ing to do and does not fit in. He is 
against sidewalks and other publip 
improvements and when the farm is 
not good enough for 
father and 


mother, it is not good enough 
fqr 


John and Jfary and they soon follow 
to town. The father who retires • in 
town leaves his son when that boy 
needs the benefit of his rich exper- 
ience on the farm."

Toastmaster Trabue expressed 
the 


opinion that the bad conditions of 
the roads had kept many farmers 
away from the banquet and he. said 
the regret of the banqueters because 
more were not present was no great- 
er than that of those who were un- 
able to attend. 


"The aim of education," 
said 


County Superintendent C. M. George, 
discussing the topic, "Teaching Ag- 
riculture in the Public Schools," is 
to teach children to think clearly, 
always was and always will be, 'but 
the present method is different." 


The county superintendent spoke 


briefly of the strides that had been 
made in vocational education in the 
last few years and said the great 
problem with respect to it was to get 
the children to demonstrate 
what 


they have learned. 


Dr. F. G. Hackleman, responding 


to the toast, "The Country Doctor," 
said that familiar character was one 
of "God's . noblemen." Dr. Hackle-, 
man said tie country doctor gave 
freely of his time and made 
many 


sacrifices when he was seldom re- 
paid. 


"He takes the lead in public en- 


terprises that 
affect 
the health of 


the community and thereby reduces 
his revenue," said the doctor* 


The'Rev. Moody Edwards of'New 


Salem, pastor, of the Little FJatrock 
Christian church, said 
the -problem 


of the country was the reservoir for 
the city and that if a pure city life 
was wanted for the future, it should 
be founded in the country life'to- 
day. 


"It is the future where the coun- 


try church will make itself 
felt," 


declared the minister. "We were 
expecting immediate results and were 
disappointed, but we are just now 
beginning to realize them," He call- 
ed attention to the fact that the 
problem was one of such grave im- 
port that President Wilson recently 
went to Columbus, 0., to address a 
convention of the Churches of Christ 
on the relation of the country church 
to the community. 


"The church," he continued, "is 


the only institution that ministers 
to the social and spiritual needs of 
the 
community. 
The destructive 


side of' the church, if it 
preserves 


itself, must be overcome. Conserva- 
tism of the farmers is a factor In the 
destructive 
side. 
The farmer 
is 


conservative from circumstances and 
not by nature, because he has, not 
witnessed so keenly the progress as 
the man of the city. The church 
•must destroy this sense of conserva- 
tism. 


"The church must meet another 


pro'blem—tile sense of individualism. 
The Church that strangles efforts at 
Advancement js np.t meeting this pro- 
blem. The sense of literalism is an- 
other thaj; must be done away with, 


great problem js getting the 


church tq realize that,it is alive and 
that it is the life of the cpmmunity." 


The. Rev. Mr. Edwards also said 


tlie prAbjenj also,.bad. its consfime- 
tjv'e side with many phases. 


G.eorge Campbell injected lots of 


fun into the banquet in his- toast on 
i'The Farmer and the Law." He said 
that the farmer, - the" substantial 
basis of all wealth and j>rosper}ty, 
stands on one side of IDB,proposition 
and the law on the other.

What they need is organization. Or- 
ganize—and get the lawyers to do 
it," was his parting 
injunction,
